themeelvos suddenly at yarisnce about o 
question on which neither ean give way. 
We have not the slightest wish to atsiat 
in developing « panic, but we cannot bat 
remamber that Russia ia alweys pogsessed 
with the idea that Groat Britain is thwart- 
ing her; that France is madly jéslous of 
oar external position ; that s strong party 
in oxch country‘is sleepless in stizring oF 
lo 
onr organisation for war is that, except in 
India, wo are vever ready. Our Flest is 
the strongest in the world ; oor Army is 
poflicient for all our uscal requirements ; 
our ability to raise money at once is only 
limited by ournoeds ; but if a great stroggle 
came on wa suddenly, wo should, if all our 
precedents con be trusted, be 8 month be- 
hindhand, It Js on that point, and that 
only, that we desire to eso the Departments, 
and tho Army and Navy. dbiefs, and the 
commanity at large, thorongaly worked 
up. We want them all to be certain, on 
other evidenco than returos and assurances 
ov paper, that we can act to the extent of 
oar strength ina weok instesd of a month ; 
thot tho ships are ready ; that tho soldiors 
aro efficients ; that, above all, onr stocks of 
war material and’ commissariat stores’ ero 
not all: to be produced, or at all events 
collected, efter tho emergency hos arisen. 
Wo entirely edmit—have always admitted 
—thet our sirength, whea we oan get at 
it, is gigantic; that if time is given hor, 
Groat Britain, sadly as ebe ie overst taining 
horeelf-in the rece for Empire, has nothing 
nilimately to foar ; bat wo want to sce this 
necessity for time so for a6 possible climi- 
pated, We do not understand, for ex- 
ample, why, the Government did not take a 
much beavier vote to complete its stark of 
cordite. We do not understand why the 
Fleet in the Far Enst, apon which every- 
thing may st ony momont depend, is not 
mede the strongest in those waters, and we 
go not undorstand, above all, why there is 
such delay in securing inthe waters of 
Northern China a position for a naval 
arsonal.
